There  is  a bright  future  ahead  for  collectors 
of  this  series,  which  is  rapidly  becoming  so 
popular.  The  odd  denomination,  and  the  fact 
that  the  coinage  was  so  small,  in  most  cases 
below  10,000,  will  bring  about  a continuation  of 
the  price  rise  now  taking  place.  Fine  specimens 
of  the  more  common  dates  are  already  bringing 
a minimum  of  about  $25,  and  it  is  useless  to 
bid  very  much  less  than  $20  for  any  variety.
